On 13 Apr 1809, recorded 18 Oct 1809 John Futch, Jr. (No. 2) deeded 
his 400 ac farm 10 slaves and all his personal property to wife 
Lavinia and to his children. He then went to Washington Co. in the 
MS Territory. In 1814 Lavinia committed infidelity with a Joseph 
Glisson. At this time their young children were taken and raised 
by Onesimus Futch. The assets of the estate were sold by Lavinia 
and the Trustees of the deed on 21 Mar 1814. 

In 1837 John Futch, Sr. and his children John Futch, Jr. Isaac 
Futch, son-in-laws Luke Ott, Preston Bogard and Stephen Lewis, 
filed suit against Lavania and those responsibled for the fraud- 


ulent sale. Cited in the suit pleadings was ‘the infidelity of 
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Lavinia. They asked for an annulment of the deed and a return 
of all assets along with the slaves and their increase. 

The Futch family won this suit. The suit also stated that at 
that time (1887) John Futch, Sr., and all of his children were
